The life of many of the members of the R of J Regt. 
in Malaya is a very sad commentary on an otherwise glorious move 
-ment. These girls voluntarily enrolled themselves from various 
walks oi life. Their life in the movement had, generally 
speaking, raised their standard of life, both materially and 
spiritually and it is small wonder if today they do not fit 
in their old environments. I am sure, though it may be shock- 
ing, it is not surprising, if a handful of them are today 
found trading with their modesty. Oncthing is definite, had 
XEkaaf ussh ixjc&ioia; relief been organised suitably with what- 
ever iund at disposal, we would not have witnessed this disgrace. 

It is a crying need that all these girls should be assured of 
respectable national service in India and invited to India by 
responsible leaders or organisations. 

Thcie is a relief organisation in Malaya under the 
guidance oi socalled leaders whose bonafide and sincerety are 
questionable. There are enough proofs to convince ourselves that 
it would be a misfortune for Indians if circumstances assist 
persons like S.C.GOIiO and N.RAGHAVAN, just to take few of many 
names at random, to assume once again leadership in this country, 
who are jokeying today for popularity and position. There is 
an allegation against GOHO that while he was actually participating

I received your kind letter of 17/12/45 but a reply 
from me at that time would have just added to swell your mail 
and nothing more. Now that there is a necessity as the follow- 
ing will bear testimon/y, I am availing myself of the chance to 
address you directly. In my letter to 3jt. Am iya Bose, some 
time in early May, I had let myself go freely on people and 
things and relieved myself of great mental strain. 

Now the strain is there alright. I confine myself 
to facts and facts alone. 

Of the total strength of 43000 men of the INA (offi- 
cial figure) excluding the Rani of Jhansi Regiment of course, 
the majority are still in Malaya and & few in Burma and Thailand. 
A good many of these people are neither fortunate nor happy to 
go back to their old employments for the obvious reason that 
their white employers have no sympathy for INA and the govern- 
ment is slowly but steadily weeding out the INA personnel other 
than the labourers from employment. The shortage of labour in 
Malaya is the reason foi the attitutde of tolerance to the labour 



ers. As for the educated men of the INA, they had been keeping 
away from serving the whites but out of sheer economic necessity 
they swallowed their sense of pride and accepted employment with 
the British Military and Government. After investigation, they 
are in the gradual process of being tin-own out of employment 
one by one. The Indian Commercial concerns are not so wide and 
comprehensive os to absorb the entire INA personnel and there 
are grounds to believe that they are not playing their part 
either.
